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Introduction 


This progranme guide is designed to. provide 
potential students with more’: general information about 
the programmes and courses offered by the Department of 
Art History in Concordia University, Faculty of Fine 
Arts than can be found in the University calendars. It 
is recommended that this Guide be used in conjunction 
with the University Under graduate and Graduate 
Calendars, and supplenented with academic advising at 
the Department level. 


The Department offers both undergraduate and 


graduate progranmes. There is a_ four-term programme 
leading to a Master of Arts in Art History with 
specialization in the Canadian field. This was the 
first specialization at the masters level, in this 
particular area, to be established in Canada. lit 


remains the most comprehensive Canadian Art History 
programme avai lable. 


The education in art history provided by both 
undergraduate and graduate programmes’ is designed to 
prepare students for postgraduate studies and the 
provide the opportunity to pursue a career in research 
and teaching art history at the university level, in 
museum and gallery work, in archaeology and possible in 
conservation and restoration of works of art.

Admission Requirements 


All applicants for admission’ into undergraduate 
degree programmes in the Faculty of Fine Arts must 
submit their application forms to the Admissions Office 
of Concordia University. 


The dead-line for submission of these 
applications is March Ist, 1988. 


The app! ication forms are available at the 
Admissions Office or at most CEGEPs. 


90-credit Programme: 


Applicants from Quebec institutions are required to 
have successfully completed a two-year pre-university or 
a three-year pre-professional programme in a CEGEP 
leading to a Diplome= d'Etudes Collegiales (DEC). 
Students wishing to apply for programmes in art history 
do not require a specific profile in the CEGEP. 


Mature Entry Programme 


Applicants 21 years of age by August Ist, or over, 
who have been out of schoo! for a minimum of 12 months 
and who lack the CEGEP diplana (or equivalent) may be 
eligible to enter the University through the Mature 
Entry Plan. These students will normally be required 
to canplete 18 credits in addition to the 90-credits 
required for the degree

Art History at Concordia 


Traditionally, Art History studied art by examining 
style and iconography through chronology even though 
numerous other approaches to both history and the art 
object existed (e.g. historiography, social history, 
microhistory, technohistory, interdiscip! inary 
perspectives, etc.). Recently, increasing consideration 
has been given to those other methods of situating the 
art object in relation to history, so much so that the 
practice of Art History itself has been substantially 
altered. 


Diversity in the Discipline 


In recognition of the various approaches used in 
the discipline, courses offered by the department have 
been grouped and identified as areas or types of study 
within Art History. 


The streams thenselves - Media—based Study, Period 
Studies, Archaeology, Art in Canada, Methodology, Theory 
and Criticism, Art and Society, Tutored Study -— have 
also been designed to reflect the interests and 
expertise of the faculty teaching in the department and 
the department's location within a Faculty of Fine Arts. 


Flexible Progranmes 
The principle of Flexible and individuated 


education, Is one that the department supports. The 
department no longer presumes that all students want or 


need the same type of progranme. It is for this reason 
that mandatory courses in the Department's Major and 
Minor progranmes have been eliminated. Each student's 


programme is constructed in consultation with and under 
the guidance of an advisor who co-ordinates the 
student's programme throughout its duration. 

Focus in the Field 


Students enrolled in the Art History programmes are 
required to take courses in a minimum of three areas of 
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study, one of which must be Art in Canada. Beyond this 
basic requirement, those students who wish to examine 
the diverse nature of the discipline further may do so 
while those students wishing to’ concentrate ‘their 
studies in one or two areas choose their elective 
accordingly. 


Variety of Course Offerings 


For the most part, the Department offers three 
credit courses as a means of making a wider variety of 
topics available to students. 


Easy Access 


In order to ensure that students can indeed take 
the courses that interest then, only thirteen of the 
fifty eight courses offered by the Department have 
prerequisites.

Art History Programmes 


The Department of Art History offers a Major anda 
Minor programme in Art History, as well as a Minor in 
Archaeology. Students also have the option of a Major 
or Minor programme in Art History and Studio Art (half 
art history/half studio art). 


The Department also offers courses to students in 
other departments of the Faculty, particularly to those 
in Art Education and Studio Art. All students in 
programmes in which the concentration is mainly studio 
art are required to complete a minimum of 12 credits in 
art history/art theory as part of their requirements. 


Major, Art History -— Degree Requirements 
This three year Bachelor of Fine Arts degree 


programme, Major in Art History, consists of 66 credits 
for the Ma jor itself and 24 elective credits

Major, Art History and Studio Art 


This programme permits students to cambine an 
interest in both art history and studio arts. The 
programme is very flexible, students select their 
courses equally fran the two fields so long as the 
prerequisites are respected. 


Admission Procedures: 


The foundation course for all studio art progranmes 
in the Faculty of Fine Arts is Art 200, Studio Art |. 


CEGEP graduates who have successfully completed the 
10.6 profile (four specific studio art courses and two 
art history courses), or equivalent, are not required to 
submit portfolios when applying for the Major in Art 
History and Studio Art. Those who have successful ly 
conpleted the 10.6 profile are automatically given an 
exemption from Art 200. 


Applicants without the 10.6 profile or equivalent 
must submit a portfolio as part of the admission 


process. The portfolio requesting exemption from Art 
200 should contain examples of drawing, painting, two- 
and three-dimensional design, sculpture or related 


media. At least 20, but no more than 30, works should 
be included. 


Please note: Students who have been accepted with 
the condition that they must complete Art 200 may 
also submit a portfolio requesting 
exemption. Portfolios must be submitted at least 
two weeks prior to registration appointment. 
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Portfolios 


A portfolio is a sample of your own work. It is 
sometimes used as a basis of admission (as_ in the case 
of applicants to the Major in Studio Art). It is also 
used to obtain an exemption fron a course. Applicants 
without the 10.6 profile submit their portfolio to 
request exemption for Art 200. Also, a_ portfolio of 
work canpleted during your degree programme may be a 
vital element in gaining admission to a graduate 
programme or in obtaining a job. 


Applicants are responsible for 
submitting their portfolios with 
their application - PRIOR TO 4 p.m. 
March 15th - to the Department of 
Painting & Drawing to request an 

exemption from Art 200, Studio Art I 
. 


Advanced Placement Portfolio 


Students wishing advanced placement in any studio 
art course on the basis of work completed elsewhere must 
also submit portfolios. These portfolios should consist 
of 5 to 15 works’ specifically relevant to the medium 
concerned. 


These portfolios must be submitted at the 
time of application OR at least two weeks 
prior to an applicant's registration 
counselling appointment, to the Department 
offering the course for which exemption is 
being requested. The deadline for submission 
of all portfolios is August 14th. 


lf more than one exemption is being requested, 
applicants may be required to submit portfolios to more 
than one department. In some cases credits may be 
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awarded towards the BFA degree progranme at Concordia if 
courses were canpleted at another university. 


Degree Requirements 


The three-year Bachelor in Fine Arts degree 
programme, Major in Art History and Studio Art, consists 
of 60 credits for the major itself, and 30 elective 
credits (distribution requirements) to make up the 90 
required for the degree. Full-time students normal ly 
canplete 30 credits annually for three years.

Related Services and Resources 
Library, Norris Building, 1435 Drurmond Street 


Students enrolled in art history programmes should 
familiarize themselves as soon as possible with the 
location of the main library, the operating procedures 
and the location of the periodicals and monographs in 
Fine Arts. There is also a non-print section 
specifically designed for our _ students. During the 
first term of each academic year, efforts are made to 
provide students in art history with a special |/ibrary 
orientation conducted by the non-print |ibrarian. This 
orientation is conducted on a class-by-class basis in 
order to provide students with both the fundamental 
information concerning library procedures and to permit 
students to ask questions of qualified library staff. 
Concordia University students may use |ibrary materials 
available at other Montreal Universities although they 
are not permitted to borrow these materials. General ly 
students are issued a special library card upon 
presentation of a Concordia University |.D. card. 


Slide Library VA 433 


The slide library is amajor resource centre for 
the needs of the Faculty of Fine Arts in general. This 
library now holds’ approximately 155,000 34m slides. 
Normally this material is made available only to the 
teaching faculty; however, where seminar topics in art 
history require in-class presentations, students may 
withdraw slides on class days, with permission fran 
their instructor.

acadenic, with the aim of providing enjoyment, 
friendship, and an environment which encourages persona!

Programme Transfers 
(Programme transfers are processed differently in the 
Faculty of Fine Arts) 

Students already in BFA degree programmes at 
Concordia who wish to change from one. programme 
(concentration) to another within the Faculty must 
complete a Transfer of Programme Request Form for the 
Faculty of Fine Arts. Forms are available in the Office 
of Student Affairs. 

These forms must be approved by the Chair of the 
department offering the requested programme. Students 
should inquire at the Department office to verify 
dead! ines and transfer procedures regarding 
portfolios/interviews/auditions prior to March 1st. 

The canpleted form, along with a copy of their 
current academic record, must be submitted to the office 
of Student Affairs before March 1st each year for 
Faculty approval. All transfers approved by a department 
chair are deemed to be approved by the Faculty provided 
space is available in the programme requested. Students 
are notified of transfer by mail. 

Students should be aware that to effect certain 
transfers they may be required to complete more than the 
90 credits normally required for a degree. (Sone 
courses already on record may not apply towards the new 
concentration. ) 


Transfer to Full-Time Status 

Students in progranmes in the Faculty of Fine Arts 
who wish to change fran part-time to full-time must 
complete a Transfer of Programme Request Form. Students 
must follow the same procedures as specified above for 
Programme Transfers. To be approved for transfer 
students should have average or above average grades. 


Registration Permission 

For courses which require "written permission" 
students must obtain this permission from the Chair of 
the department prior to registration appointments.
